"Edward James Miller of Colerain, N. C. (my 
grandfather) married Sarah Jane Ambrose 22 April 
1896 daughter of James Irdell Ambrose and Mary 
Frances Phelps. 

She was born in Cresweil, NC 31 August 1877 
and died 20 June 1917 in Colerain, N.C. Burial Miller 
Family Cemetery, Buncombe Rd, Bertie Co. My 
mother was first born of nine children, Frances 
Elizabeth Miller in Creswell N.C, 27 January 1897 
and died in Norfolk, VA 9 October 1997 (almost 101 
years old) and is buried at Forest Lawn Cemetery, 
Norfolk, VA. She died of natural causes or old age. 

The ninth or twins was Lorene Florence Miller 
who is the granddaughter of James Irdell Ambrose, 
a past minister, of Concord Primitive Baptist Church. 
In 1957, my aunt was President Dwight Eisenhower's 
nurse.

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Daniel Garrett 1690-1760 of Garretts Island, T yrreli County, NC 

Daniel Garrett was born in Virginia, the son of Thomas and Bethia Garrett The Garrett family moved to what 
is Gates Co, NC ca 1697. Thomas Garrett was quite active trying to improve relations between the Indians and 
the horde of incoming settlers. Daniel Garrett was living on Conaby Creek in Tyrrell Co. by 24 July 1712, as shown 
in Chowan Co. Deed Book W, #1

Daniel Garrett's first wife was a Sarah, but who was she?? 

Elizabeth Davenport was the daughter of Richard and Johna Davenport of Perquimans Co., NC and she 
married John Foster, Elizabeth had a sister Sarah who was born Oct 10, 1682. The above deed transaction may 
have been a family affair and if so Daniel's first wife was Sarah Davenport. The 1716 Old Albemarle Tax List 
shows Daniel Garrett had land, Hathaway Volume I, Page 102 indicates the 1713 date should be 1723, but that 
is incorrect. Deeds indicate that Daniel Garrett married Sarah Barrow, widow of James Barrow circa 1720, as 
a second wife. Contrary to some historians Daniel Garveii had 2 wives both named Sarah.
